A 
lirtiiKdi bank wanting cash seixls a 
couplcof clerks to the head ollice, 
the money re(|uire«l is platietl in 
black leather bags, a cab (four 
wheel(Ml) is haih'tl, the clerks enter 
with the Incisure, and with the win- 
dows up art^ tlriven away to their 
bntntdi oflice. 

This practictx has for many years 
[tast attntcted the attention of gangs 
of <'l<wor thieves, and thousands of 
poun<ls are often lost in transit. 

Shortly before my interview with 
Desj)ard a sum of £5,000 in gohl 
and £1,000 in silvtu- hati been taken. 

About lOo'doek in the morning 
two chirks from a branch had arriv- 
e<l at one of the biggest central 
banks, and jtroducing their au- 
thority to ree«*ive the money the 
(tash had bi>en put into btigs, n 
passing (vib hitiied, tind tlt(> clerks 
iiitd the cahh seen safely iitto it. 

They did not arrive at the branch 
oflice.

Ilampstetul in the north of London.

In May, 1893, he n^ports: "Now 



pews have been put in tind cushion- 
ed, ami a marked improvement in 
the interior of the chuich has been 
made." 

This was done by the people and 
the Pastoral Aid Society. 

In Miiy, 1894, he rt>ports: "At 
the time of the Itist report, about 
|(650 was due on account of im- 
provements made last year. With 
the aid of the Ladies, Pastoral Aid 
Society, who advanced most of the 
money neetled, this indebtetlness 
htis been detiretl, but a consider- 
altle portion of the whole was ap- 
propritited from the fund held by 
the ladies towtutis the Ptirish build- 
ing, and the efforts of the con- 
gregation tiro now directed towards 
replticing it." 

Also in the report of the same 
year I see — " The ImuI coutlition of 
the roof of the Church neeessitatetl 
an outlay of $(il.22 for repairs. 
This was met by means of con- 
tributions frt)m individuals and the 
Pastortil Aid Society. 

In the report for 1895, theRectoi 
stiys that during this year the 
demands upon the Church have 
been heavier, but that " with the 
aid of the kind friends who have 
helped us before," we have been 
able to attend to the WRnt,s of the 
most deserving. 

In the rejtin-t for 1890, the Rector 
reports: "The ladies of the Pas- 
toral Aiil Society have been most 
active in stH'uring funds for the 
current expenses of the Church and 
the Working People's Club." 

I think the Piistoral Aid Sotnety 
helpwl the Rector to the best of 
their ability. The Rector's reports 
tvre surely moix> correct than your 
statements. 

A great mtiny i>eople were tlis- 
stitisfied with certain matters of 
the church, so thoy roporteti to the 
Bishop and he has tvppointetl a 
commttteo of investigation. You 
make a very queer use of the 
woitl "spite."

Sarah Kelly died of consumption, 
at St. Agnes' Hospital, Sunday 
evening, Octoijer 17th, 1807, at the 
age of 22.

Her remains were interred at 
Holy Cross Cemetery, West Phila- 
delphia. The pall-t)earcrs were 
Messrs. Frank Weaver, Sweeney, 
.VIcCaughley and Tafe. 

Sunday aft<;rnoon, of October 
24th, Mr. M. J. liyan, the deaf 
Spiritual Director of the Catholic 
deaf of this city, «j>oke of her life, 
paHly from his personal knowledge 
and partly from the ekKjuent wonts 
of Father O'Connor, as one full of 
beautiful examples of suffering in 
every resp«et. Through her whole 
life never <lid she complain of her 
distress of poverty. 

She firmly t)elieved in the Holy 
Catholic (Jhurch from her tender 
years, when death t*^>k her father 
from her, till the end of her life, 
though a rich la<ly offered t^ give 
her a comfortable home, money 
and other opp^>rtunitieH, ■'' "fie 
would renounce her faith.

The kindergarten is conducted solely for 
deaf and (ill mil children. Twenty-live mute 
ijoys and t;irls were pracUcinn ii (iuKer ex- 
ercise, when a cloud of smoke floated 
through a transom Into the room where 
they were seateil. Miss McCowen threw 
open tile door and lier eyes were blinded by 
a iiiifT of smoke and flame. 

When she ran liack into the room the 
pupils became excited. They ran to dilTer- 
eiit parts of tiie building;, the smaller ones 
lieinu lost in tiie confiislon tiiiit followed. 
Many reaclied the street at o ce, but others 
hiul to be escort.ed out. Miss McC.'owen's 
tirst act after she h>Ml found the lire was to 
s(-e tliat the pupils in her ciiarKu were safe. 
Uiialiie to command tlieni witii lier voice, 
she found them too excited to lieed her xes- 
tures. They ran In every direction and it 
was several minutes b fore tliey could be 
K<it together iiKiiin.

Ho visited a good many of the 
schools for the deaf, and, to judge 
by the way he spoke of the methods 
and some of the teachers emjiloy- 
ing th(!rn at certain ones, he does 
not think miudi of either. The 
"contribution box" in the vesti- 
bule of one sch(M)l, which was 
labeled " for the deaf and dumb," 
came in for not a little sarcasm and 
not a few smiles on the faces of his 
audience. That such a great 
country as Oreat Britain can not 
educate its lU^iif as doc^s this 
country is naturally cause for com- 
ment, and it is a matter of self 
congratulation that one is not 
compelled to look for alms boxes in 
(tntering the doorn of his tdiiia 
riKiler her-e. f do not' wish to blame 
any of our English coiisii's for this 
stat«! of affairs — circumstances al- 
ways alter C'ses — but it seems 
tlmre should be some inovoment 
started to disabuse the piililie 
mind of the im[»re.ssion such things 
gave ; that the deaf are objects of 
(diarity — out (»f proportion to their 
Imaring brethrrui. There are cer- 
tainly enough s«df-auj)porting, 
educated members of the (dass in 
the " Mother Country" to prove 
it. 

Mr. Mann concluded his dis- 
course with a d<;scripti(m of Slir- 
ling (^astle and the homeward trip, 
finishing at 10 o'clock The next 
day he held church services Ixith 
morning and afternoon at the later 
service, giving a short talk on 
Clastonbury Abbey. Both IIhi 
lecture and the servirM's were 
api)recialcd veiy miudi, and it is 
hoped Mr. Mann will favor us 
with a continuation on his next 
sl(>|) here. If may be mentioned 
Mr. Mann says the Blarney .Stone 
<lid not help him any, as far as 
giving him the " gift of the gab ," 
as his vo(!al /i|iparalus is not y<d. 
restored to society.

To the apiffilling task of giving 
the fir-st r-ays of light to this (diild, 
lichen and her teacher set theni- 
.selve.-, until a pormancnt instructor 
could be secured, with almost incon- 
ceivable patience and love, kind 
friends began the education of this 
untutored mind. The b-ssons of 
discipline, regular habits and 
obedience, had lo pi-ccode and 
accorniiany the teaching of manual 
Hpccli.
